END TO A FREEDOM? 
When Tenth District Representative Paul Jones 
and his fellow Congressmen return to Washington 
today to begin the second session of Congress, 
one of the first orders of business will be 
an attempt to repeal section 14(b) of the Taft- 
Hartley Act. This is the section that authorizes 
the various states to pass right-to-work laws, 
although it does not institute the laws without 
state approval. Missouri does not have the law, 
Arkansas does. 
The right-to-work law says, in effect, that it 
is up to each individual worker to decide for 
himself whether he wishes to join a union or 
not, and that he cannot be compelled to do so 
on pain of losing his job. 
The House has already voted to repeal 14(b), 
making that decision during the first session. 
But a determined group of Senators, represent­ 
ing both parties, prevented action in the upper 
chamber. 
The nation will soon know whether union 
political power is sufficient to abrogate a right 
which would seem absolutely basic in a free 
society. Strict laws forbid discrimination against 
workers on such grounds as race, creed, color 
and sex. But without right-to-work, the law 
supports, and to all intents and purposes en­ 
forces, discrimination of the most absolute 
kind against workers who for their own good 
reasons do not wish to become union members. 
A Congress which turns its back on the 
right-to-work principle has small regard for 
human freedom. It is not anti-union to support 
freedom of choice—even if the President of the 
United States has been only too willing to pay 
his own political debts for an end to that freedom.

This time Riesel warned the nation fully two 
weeks in advance of all other media that there 
was a threat to the supplying of vital “ball 
powder” to U.S. fighting men in South Viet 
Nam. 
On Dec. 15 Riesel reported that the strike 
at Olin Mathieson plant in East Alton, 111., 
which had gone virtually unnoticed, was cutting 
off the only supply of this ammunition ingredient 
used for bullets for rifles and machine guns 
so vitally needed by U.S. forces on the Viet 
Nam fronts. 
“ The Army was disturbed over a possible 
shortage of ‘ball powder’,” Riesel wrote two 
weeks ago and then revealed that the Secretary 
of the Army Resor had personally telephoned 
national Machinists’ union president Roy Siemil- 
ler to express his concern, since the struck 
plant was the only factory making such powder. 
On Wednesday, Dec. 29, the story broke in 
the newspapers and on the wire service cor­ 
roborating Riesel’s disclosure word for word. 
The Secretary of the Army was quoted as 
saying the strike should be settled promptly 
because it is “ imperative to meet ammuni­ 
tion requirements in Viet Nam and elsewhere.” 
And on the same day, Labor Secretary Wirtz 
revealed that the strike had become so dan­ 
gerous he had discussed it with President 
Johnson and that continuation of the gunpowder 
factory strike would seriously threaten the 
ammunition supply of U.S. forces in Viet Nam. 
He added that the plant is virtually the only 
American producer of certain types of small 
arms powder used in Viet Nam.

“ Right To Work laws permit ‘free riders’ to 
reap the benefits of collective bargaining with­ 
out paying their fair share of the cost of 
union representation. The union is required by 
Federal Law to bargain on behalf of all em­ 
ployees. Therefore, all employees should share 
the cost of that bargaining.” 
FACTS 
The “free rider” argument erroneously im­ 
plies that the only reason an employee has 
for wanting to stay out or get out of a union is 
to avoid payment of dues. An employee may 
lack enthusiasm for union membership because 
he does not agree with the political objectives 
of union officials, or because he believes the 
union is neglecting the handling of grievances, 
or objects to frequent and unnecessary strikes, 
or deplores strike violence, or does not wish 
to be tainted by affiliation with corrupt and 
tyrannical union officers. 
The “free rider” argument also implies that 
union membership invariably guarantees attrac­ 
tive benefits to the individual employee. This 
inference was eloquently and forcefully dis­ 
rupted by more than 125,000 captive union mem­ 
bers who wrote letters to the McClellan Com­ 
mittee protesting abuses by union officials. 
Employees who are victims of “ sweetheart 
contracts” are compelled to reward dishonest 
union bosses who have sold them out to un­ 
scrupulous employers. 
Union officials demand that they be compen­ 
sated for what they call “the burden” of rep­ 
resenting non-union employees. Federal law 
provides that if 51 of 100 employees vote for a 
particular union to represent them, that union 
is to be certified as the “ exclusive bargaining 
agent” for all 100 employees. The minority 
of 49 is forced to accept the same union as 
its bargaining agent. Members of the minority 
are thereby stripped of their right to bargain 
for themselves. 
Spokesmen for labor unions have repeatedly 
demanded the privilege of representing both 
union members and non-members. They recog­ 
nize the monopoly power which is granted them 
by “exclusive bargaining rights.” Therefore, 
union officials have no moral right to demand 
payment for non-members.

ready hold, on the basis of pure 
logic and factual evidence. The 
world would probably be a much 
better place to live if this kind 
of persuasion on a broad scale 
were possible, but then men 
would not be men as we know 
them. 
Every man has a personal 
vested interest in his own be­ 
liefs, right or wrong. Some­ 
times he can be frightened or 
overawed into giving them up, 
but then he is likely to surrender 
his new ideas to the next domi­ 
nating personality who comes 
along. 
The only constructive 
way to change a person’s be­ 
liefs, 
if they are wrong, is 
through persuasion. For most 
people, effective persuasion re­ 
quires more than logic and 
factual evidence, essential as 
both these are. 
The 
art of 
constructive 
persuasion is an art of finding 
common ground among people. 
The constructive persuader will 
look among his beliefs to find 
those he already holcio 
nomJ 
mon with the man he wishe- 
persuade. Then he will build on 
this area of agreement, show­ 
ing by logic and evidence how 
one constructive idea leads to 
another, 
and how erroneous 
ideas contradict sound beliefs. 
In this process, the man being 
persuaded is a full partner 
and he is likely to remain 
convinced only if he does much 
of the thinking for himself. Then 
he can see how much better it 
is for him to have construc­ 
tive ideas than contradictions, 
and he gains what all of us should 
have: a vested interest in the 
truth. HLH

NEW YORK AP — Things a 
columnist might never know if 
he didn’t open his mail:

How Mike Quill Prevented The 
Judge From Freeing Him—And 
Why 
NEW YORK — There are vari­ 
ous quills. One is in Mayor John 
Lindsay’s back. Another is in - 
his hair. Still another is in 
durance not so vile. In this week 
that was — which will be re­ 
membered onto the presidential 
elections of ’68 and ’72 — 
those quills have cost the city, 
state and nation over half a 
billion dollars. 
I report now, not so much on a 
transit strike, but as a prelude 
to history. 
When the story is 
fully told it will be seen that 
paralysis came to this heart­ 
beat city of the nation and the 
world quite needlessly. It would 
not have happened if Mike Quill, 
leader 
of 
the union 
which 
stretches from New York sub­ 
ways to the moon project and 
atomic tunnels of Jackass Flats, 
Nev., had not decided to play 
both the dragon and St. George 
at the same time — to kill off 
a neo-Republican aspirant for 
the White House. 
There was, for example, the 
moment Quill threw his body, 
m artyr-like, to the sheriff’s 
legions. The inside story of the 
moves toward the second act 
curtain should be told, and I 
will; 
Justice Abraham Geller, the 
Supreme Court jurist who sen­ 
tenced Mike Quill to jail, did 
not want Mike Quill to go to 
prison. The Judge positively 
delayed execution of sentence 
for 13 hours (overnight) to give 
the union leader’s lawyers time 
to rush to the Appellate Divi­ 
sion for a stay. Through the 
night the counselors worked. 
But Mike Quill called them off. 
John Lindsay did not want 
Mike Quill to go to jail. His 
conversations 
were 
secretly 
made and who am I to report 
the details of a man wrestling 
with justice and his conscience 
and making his position clear 
to the judiciary as he did. Suf­ 
fice it to say, he attempted to 
avert the jailing. 
His closest labor allies, the 
m asters of political sophistica­ 
tion and strategy, Dave Dubin- 
sky, the pins and needles chap, 
and Alex Rose, who knows where 
to apply or not to apply the polit­ 
ical hatpin when needed and not 
needed, did not want Mike Quill 
jailed. 
Both talked at considerable 
length with the new Mayor ear­ 
ly in the week. As labor lead­ 
ers, they sought to prevent the 
imprisonment of another labor 
leader. As union chiefs, they 
wanted 
to end the 
massive 
paralysis 
brought on 
by the 
man-made strike 
inside 
the 
nerve center of the world’s 


biggest transit system — cost­ 
ing working people an estimated 
$10 million daily in lost wages. * 
As strategists who had sup­ 
ported the latter - day Repub­ 
lican, they did not want the man ‘ 
whom they had helped set on a 
national political trajectory ap­ 
pear to be responsible for the 
first jailing of a strike leader 
in recent times. 
Thus nobody inside the drama 
wanted Mike in jail — except 
Mike. 
And when it appeared that 
there might be a stay he put on 
a Sean 0 ’C?~ey bit by telling 
the good Judge who had tried to 
help him privately, to drop dead. 
It was corn — but not alien 
corn. Despite the agony of the 
city, nightly on the verge of an­ 
gry riots, the bulk of the met­ 
ropolitan 
l a b o r 
movement 
backed him. Not a single signifi­ 
cant labor leader, aside from 
Dubinsky and Rose, attempted 
to end the costly strike or even 
spoke out against it. 
Neither publicly nor privately 
did the bulk of the labor lead­ 
ers speak. There was, for ex­ 
ample, a private luncheon in 
the behind-the-screen 
Radio 
City apartment of Gov. Nelson 
Rockefeller. This gathering was 
held at one p.m. right at the 
height of the subway strike on 
Jan. 3. 
To the roast beef - laden ta­ 
ble, in response to “ Dear Har­ 
ry ," 
“ Dear 
Louis," “ Dear 
Ray", etc., etc., letters per­ 
sonally signed “ Nelson," came 
such 
prestigious 
figures as 
Harry Van Arsdale, leader of 
one million workers 
in the 
Central LalK>r Committee, and 
Ray Corbett, head of the two 
million - member state AFL- 
CIO federation. There 
were, 
about 12 such men in all, sit­ 
ting with the Governor and his 
counsel and Staff. 
Yet the seething, transport- 
less city was hardly discussed. 
One 
would have 
thought the 
transit 
strike had hit New 
Laguna, New Mexico. 
The labor leaders did not ask 
the governor to offer the funds 
needed by the city to make a 
fair settlement. They talked of 
air pollution and mental health. 
It was all very quiet and polite. 
Since they did not ask, Mr. 
Rockefeller did not move. Nor 
did the city. 
Apparently upmanship was the 
mood of the day and week. The 
new Mayor Lindsay would have 
to have his come-uppance. 
At least, the labor leaders 
were being honest. They are 
tough bargainers 
and 
t h e y 
wanted 
the city, the state and 
the nation to be aware of it. 
Mike Quill’s passionate play 
made certain of that. 


WASHINGTON — 
A gigantic 
shipping 
snafu is holding up 
vital 
supplies 
for American 
forces in Viet Nam, seriously 
hampering the war effort. 
Navy and merchant ships, un­ 
able to meet their schedules, 
piled up a 65,000-ton backlog 
■ last 
month. 
The bottleneck; 
Ships must wait interminably 
in South Viet Nam waters to get 
■ their cargoes unloaded. 
Some ships have waited at 
anchor more than 30 days until 
they have run short of food and 
water. Forced to sail to Manila 
or Bangkok for fresh stocks, 
they have been obliged upon 
their return to take up posi­ 
tions at the end of the line and 
wait another 30 days. 
All the time these ships lie 
idle in the war zone, it should 
be added, the crews draw ex­ 
tra combat pay. 
The Air Force, whose cargo 
planes have been breaking all 
records 
for keeping on the 
move, still wound up last month 
with a 16,000-ton backlog. 
There simply aren’t enough 
planes to handle all the airlift. 
In desperation, the Air Force 
is now sounding out foreign air­ 
lines about chartering more 
planes. 
Replacements 
also 
haven’t 
been arriving fast enough to suit 
Gen. 
William Westmoreland, 
the American commander 
in 
Viet Nam, who keeps badgering 
Washington for more men and 
material. 
BANKING BACKFIRE 
The 
recent 
report in this 
space, telling how Sen. John 
McClellan, D-Ark., has been 
investigating banks out of his 
front office and working in his 
back office to block competition 
for his own bank, did the sena­ 
tor an injustice. 
This column must now apolo­ 
gize for understating his bank­ 
ing interest. McClellan is a 
director and stock holder In the 
First National Bank of Little 
Rock, 
which w a s threatened 
with competition from a group 
seeking 
a federal charter to 
open a rival bank. The senator 
owns 1,560 shares in First Na­ 
tional, which makes him one of 
the 20 largest stockholders. 
As the Senate’s no. 1 investi­ 
gator, he held headlined hear­ 
ings last year into the failures 
of three newly-chartered banks. 
Later he appeared before the 
American Bankers Association 
convention to charge that “ too 
many national banks are being 
unwisely chartered too fast and 
too freely." 
At the same time, McClellan 
was quietly forwarding letters 
from constituents to comptrol­ 
ler of the currency James Sax­ 
on, opposing not only the appli­ 
cation for the Little Rock char­ 
ter but also applications 
fo r 
bank charters in nearby West 
Memphis and Jacksonville, Ark. 
This column has now discov­ 
ered that McClellan also hap­ 


pens to be a stockholder in the 
bank of West Memphis, which 
has been fighting to keep com­ 
petitors out of its territory. 
When a group first tried 
to 
establish a rival bank in West 
Memphis 10 years ago, McClel­ 
lan arranged for an appoint­ 
ment for B. J. Lambert, presi­ 
dent of the bank in which the 
senator holds an interest, to 
see then-comptroller Ray Gid- 
ney. The comptroller’s office 
subsequently turned down the 
application. 
Last 
year, another 
group 
sought a charter in West Mem­ 
phis, and McClellan began his 
crusade against new charters. 
When he called a press con­ 
ference to explain his views 
at the bankers convention, ob­ 
servers spotted among the re­ 
porters none 
other than B. J. 
Lambert. 
Nevertheless, Saxon granted 
the 
West 
Memphis charter, 
though he turned down the ap­ 
plication for a new national bank 
in Little Rock. 
MYSTERY MOTHER 
The federal raid on Nazi head­ 
quarters in Arlington, Va., last 
month produced more than evi­ 
dence of unpaid taxes. Startled 
agents also discovered that a 
mystery woman, a tall fading 
blonde, is living in the Nazi 
barracks in the midst of all the 
storm troopers. 
Even 
more astonishing, the 
records 
reveal that a baby 
daughter also lived with her in 
the barracks 
for 
several 
months. 
A 
coroners 
report 
claims the baby “ choked and 
gagged" to death three years 
ago. 
The mother is Barbara Von 
Goetz, who has a room across 
the hall from the living quarters 
of 
the self - styled American 
fuehrer, George Lincoln Rock­ 
well. She claims to be his sec­ 
retary. 
She gave birth to a daughter, 
according to the records, on 
Dec. 8, 1961, at the District 
of Columbia General hospital. 
The baby was named Laurie 
Gissela Mapp, taking the last 
name 
of 
Miss 
Von Goetz’s 
form er husband. 
At the Nazi barracks, the baby 
caught a bad cold, possibly from 
the icy atmosphere Rockwell 
maintains in his quarters. Ap­ 
parently he considers it nordic 
to keep the air frigid. 
A doctor was called in, but 
the child died in October 25, 
1962. 
T h i s 
column 
attempted to 
reach Miss Von Goetz 
for 
comment, but a Nazi spokes­ 
man professed never to have 
heard of her. 
“ No women live here,*’ he 
said sternly. 
Federal 
agents 
told 
this 
column, however, that she still 
makes her home with the Nazis. 
Note; Barbara’s sister, Joan 
Cecile Von Goetz, went to Ger­ 
many in 1945 to work Wiefly 


for the Allied Military Securi­ 
ty Board. In 1961, she re­ 
nounced her American citizen­ 
ship and sought to be declared 
stateless. She claimed to rep­ 
resent Dr. Otto Straser, a neo- 
Nazi leader. 


The indictment of Bobby Baker 
for income tax evasion finally 
has borne out information which 
Drew Pearson first reported 
more than two years ago—and 
a year before the grand jury 
investigation 
of Baker 
was 
started —that Baker might be 
in income tax trouble. 
In fact, Pearson reported on 
Dec. 23, 1963, he and his own 
staff then had been checking into 
reports of Baker’s financial 
operations for more than four 
years, and that Jack Ander­ 
son, as part of this investiga­ 
tion, had even been able to ex­ 
amine Baker’s income tax re­ 
turns for the years preceding 
1962. 
Pearson then reported 
that 
Baker’s income tax return for 
1961 claimed only a very small 
taxable income, despite the fact 
he received a Senate salary of 
$19,000 plus 
income from his 
law practice and from property 
holdings. 
The 
Grand jury 
indictment 
charges that Baker reported a 
1961 taxable income of only 
$2,354.78, when in fact 
his 
taxable income was $7,243.49. 
It’s interesting to note that 
the first Pearson- Anderson 
check on Baker’s income tax 
returns was made in 1962, a 
year before Baker’s name first 
hit the headlines as an influence 
peddler. 
Another 
court in the Grand 
Jury indictment, for conspiracy 
to evade 
taxes, alleged that 
Baker received indirect pay­ 
ments from U. S. freight for­ 
warders. 
This recalls another Pearson 
column on the Baker case on 
Mar. 25, 1964, which reported 
that among the Senators who had 
been entertained 
at Baker’s 
famed Carousel Motel at Ocean 
City, Md., had been Everett 
Dirksen of Illinois, Senate Re­ 
publican leader, and that Dirk- 
sen’s bills had been paid by 
Freight Forwarders — a com­ 
pany with many interests be­ 
fore Congress 
and the Inter­ 
state committee to give evi­ 
dence on 
the Baker - Freight 
Forwarders - Dirksen m atter 
and other cases involving sena­ 
tors in Baker’s operations, but 
the committee did not invite 
them to do so. 
When they were not called 
as witnesses, Pearson and An­ 
derson did turn over some of 
their information to the Senate 
committee, but it did not be­ 
come part of the public hear­ 
ings on the ease, presumably 
because it would have been too 
embarrassing to too many of 
the committee’s fellow sena­ 
tors.

END TO A FREEDOM? 
When Tenth District Representative Paul Jones 
and his fellow Congressmen return to Washington 
today to begin the second session of Congress, 
one of the first orders of business will be 
an attempt to repeal section 14(b) of the Taft- 
Hartley Act. This is the section that authorizes 
the various states to pass right-to-work laws, 
although it does not institute the laws without 
state approval. M issouri does not have the law, 
Arkansas does. 
The right-to-work law says, in effect, that it 
is up to each individual worker to decide for 
him self whether he wishes to join a union or 
not, and that he cannot be compelled to do so 
on pain of losing his job. 
The House has already voted to repeal 14(b), 
making that decision during the first session. 
But a determined group of Senators, represent­ 
ing both parties, prevented action in the upper 
chamber. 
The nation will soon know whether union 
political power is sufficient to abrogate a right 
which would seem absolutely basic in a free 
society. Strict laws forbid discrim ination against 
workers on such grounds as race, creed, color 
and sex. But without right-to-work, the law 
supports, and to all intents and purposes en­ 
forces, discrimination of the most absolute 
kind against workers who for their own good 
reasons do not wish to become union members. 
A Congress which turns its back on the 
right-to-work principle has sm all regard for 
human freedom. It is not anti-union to support 
freedom of choice—even if the President of the 
United States has been only too willing to pay 
his own political debts for an end to that freedom.

As our columnist Victor R iesel has done 
time after tim e, he has again scored a crusad­ 
ing national news beat of international signif­ 
icance. 
This time R iesel warned the nation fully two 
weeks in advance of all other media that there 
was a threat to the supplying of vital “ ball 
powder** to U.S. fighting men in South Viet 
Nam. 
On Dec. 15 Riesel reported that the strike 
at Olin Mathieson plant in East Alton, IU., 
which had gone virtually unnoticed, was cutting 
off the only supply of this ammunition ingredient 
used for bullets for rifles and machine guns 
so vitally needed by U.S. forces on the Viet 
Nam fronts. 
“ The Army was disturbed over a possible 
shortage of ‘ball powder*,** R iesel wrote two 
weeks ago and then revealed that the Secretary 
of the Army Resor had personally telephoned 
national Machinists* union president Roy Stem! 1- 
ler to express his concern, since the struck 
plant was the only factory making such powder. 
On Wednesday, Dec. 29, the story broke in 
the newspapers and on the wire service cor­ 
roborating Riesel*s disclosure word for word. 
The Secretary of the Army was quoted as 
saying the strike should be settled promptly 
because it is “ imperative to meet ammuni­ 
tion requirements in Viet Nam and elsewhere.** 
And on the same day, Labor Secretary Wirtz 
revealed that the strike had become so dan­ 
gerous he had discussed it with President 
Johnson and that continuation of the gunpowder 
factory 
strike 
would seriously threaten the 
ammunition supply of U.S. forces in Viet Nam. 
He added that the plant is virtually the only 
American producer of certain types of small 
arms powder used in Viet Nam. 
Thus our columnist Victor R iesel not only 
has been ahead, but once again has been of aid 
to the nation itself. 


FALLACY 
“ Right To Work laws permit ‘free riders* to 
reap the benefits of collective bargaining with­ 
out paying their fair share of the cost of 
union representation. The union is required by 
Federal Law to bargain on behalf of all em ­ 
ployees. Therefore, all employees should share 
the cost of that bargaining.** 
FACTS 
The “ free rider** argument erroneously im ­ 
plies that the only reason an employee has 
for wanting to stay out or get out of a union is 
to avoid payment of dues. An employee may 
lack enthusiasm for union membership because 
he does not agree with the political objectives 
of union officials, or because he believes the 
union is neglecting the handling of grievances, 
or objects to frequent and unnecessary strikes, 
or deplores strike violence, or does not wish 
to be tainted by affiliation with corrupt and 
tyrannical union officers. 
The “ free rider** argument also implies that 
union membership invariably guarantees attrac­ 
tive benefits to the individual employee. This 
inference was eloquently and forcefully dis­ 
rupted by more than 125,000 captive union mem­ 
bers who wrote letters to the McClellan Com­ 
mittee protesting abuses by union officials. 
Employees who are victim s of “ sweetheart 
contracts** are compelled to reward dishonest 
union bosses who have sold them out to un­ 
scrupulous em ployers. 
Union officials demand that they be compen­ 
sated for what they call “ the burden** of rep­ 
resenting non-union em ployees. Federal law 
provides that if 51 of IOO employees vote for a 
particular union to represent them, that union 
is to be certified as the “ exclusive bargaining 
agent** for all IOO em ployees. The minority 
of 49 is forced to accept the same union as 
its bargaining agent. Members of the minority 
are thereby stripped of their right to bargain 
for them selves. 
Spokesmen for labor unions have repeatedly 
demanded the privilege of representing both 
union m em bers and non-members. They recog­ 
nize the monopoly power which is granted them 
by “ exclusive bargaining rights.** Therefore, 
union officials have no moral right to demand 
payment for non-members.

persuade. Then he will build on 
this area of agreement, show­ 
ing by logic and evidence how 
one constructive idea leads to 
another,

ideas contradict sound beliefs. 
In this process, the man being 
persuaded is a full partner 
and he is likely to remain 
convinced only if he does much 
of the thinking for himself. Then 
he can see how much better it 
is for him to have construc­ 
tive ideas than contradictions, 
and he gains what all of us should 
have: a vested interest in the 
truth.

NEW YORK — There are vari­ 
ous quills. One is in Mayor John 
Lindsay’s back. Another is in — 
his hair. Still another is in 
durance not so vile. In this week 
that was - - which will be re* 
membered onto the presidential 
elections of '68 and '72 — 
those quills have cost the city, 
state and nation over half a 
billion dollars. 
I report now, not so much on a 
transit strike, but as a prelude 
to history.

The Judge positively 
delayed execution of sentence 
for 13 hours (overnight) to give 
the union leader’s lawyers time 
to rush to the Appellate Divi­ 
sion for a stay, Through tt»e 
night the counselors worked. 
But Mike Quill called them off. 
John Lindsay did not want 
Mike Quill to go to jail. His 
conversations 
were secretly 
made and who am I to report 
the details of a man wrestling 
with justice and his conscience 
and making his position clear 
to the judiciary as he did. Suf­ 
fice it to say, he attempted to 
avert the jailing. 
His closest labor allies, the 
masters of political sophistica­ 
tion aud strategy, Dave Dubln- 
sky, the pins and needles chap, 
and Alex Rose, who knows where 
to apply or not to apply the polit­ 
ical hatpin when needed and not 
needed, did not want Mike Quill 
jailed.

biggest transit system — cost­ 
ing working people an estimated 
$10 million dally In lost wages. “ 
As strategists who had sup­ 
ported the latter - day Repub­ 
lican, they did not want the man * 
whom they had helped set on a 
national political trajectory ap­ 
pear to be responsible for the 
first jailing of a strike leader 
in recent times. 
Thus nobody inside the drama 
wanted Mike in jail — except 
Mike. 
And when it appeared that 
there might be a stay he put on 
a Sean 0'C?“ey bit by telling 
the good Judge who had tried to 
help him privately, to drop dead. 
It was corn — but not alien 
corn. Despite the agony of the 
city, nightly on the verge of an­

backed him, Not a single signifi­ 
cant labor leader, aside from 
Dublnsky and Rose, attempted 
to end the costly strike or even 
spoke out against it. 
Neither publicly nor privately 
did the bulk of the labor lead­ 
ers speak. There was, for ex­ 
ample, a private luncheon in 
the behind-the-screen 
Radio 
City apartment of Gov. Nelson 
Rockefeller. This gathering was 
held at one p.m. right at the 
height of the subway strike on 
Jan. 3. 
TO the roast beef - laden ta­ 
ble. in response to “ Dear Har­ 
ry,” 
“ Dear 
Louis,” “ Dear 
Ray” , etc., etc., letters per­ 
sonally signed “Nelson,” came 
such prestigious 
figures as 
Harry Van Arsdale, leader of 
one million workers 
in the 
Central Labor CommtttN^ and 
Ray Corbett, head of the two 
million - member state AFL- 
CIO federation. There 
were. 
about 12 such men in all, sit­ 
ting with the Governor and his 
counsel and Staff. 
Yet the seething, transport- 
less city was hardly discussed. 
One 
would have 
thought the 
transit 
strike had hit New 
Laguna, New Mexico. 
The labor leaders did not ask 
the governor to offer the funds 
needed by the city to make a 
fair settlement. They talked of 
air pollution and mental health. 
It was all very quiet and polite. 
Since they did not ask, Mr. 
Rockefeller did not move. Nor 
did the city. 
Apparently upmanship was the 
mood of the day and week. The 
new Mayor Lindsay would have 
to have his come-uppance, 
At least, the labor leaders 
were being honest. They are 
tough 
bargainers 
and 
t h e y 
wanted 
the city, the state and 
the nation to be aware of it, 
Mike Quill’s passionate play 
made certain of that.

Tills column must now apolo­ 
gize for understating his bank­ 
ing interest. McClellan is a 
director and stock holder in the 
First National Bank of Little 
Rock, 
which w a s threatened 
with competition from a group

a federal charter to 
open a rival bank. The senator 
owns I,HO shares In First Kl* 
tional, which makes him one of 
the 20 largest stockholders. 
As the Senate’s no. I investi­ 
gator, he held headlined hear­ 
ings last year into the failures 
of three newly-chartered banks, 
Later he appeared before the 
American Bankers Association 
convention to charge that “too 
many national banks are being 
unwisely chartered too fast and 
too freely.” 
At the same time, McClellan 
was quietly forwarding letters 
from constituents to comptrol­ 
ler of the currency Jam es Sax­ 
on, opposing not only the appli­ 
cation for the Little Rock char­ 
ter but also applications 
fo r 
bank charters in nearby West 
Memphis andJacksonville, Ark. 
This column has now discov­ 
ered that McClellan also hap­ 


pens to be a stockholder in the 
bank of West Memphis, which 
has been fighting to keep com­ 
petitors out of its territory. 
When a group first tried to 
establish a rival bank in West 
Memphis IO years ago, McClel­ 
lan arranged for an appoint­ 
ment for B, J. Lambert, presi­ 
dent of the bank in which the 
senator holds an interest, to 
see then-comptroUer Ray Gid- 
ney. The comptroller's office 
subsequently turned down the 
application. 
Last 
year, another 
group 
sought a charter in West Mem­ 
phis, and McClellan began his 
crusade against new charters. 
When he called a press con­ 
ference to explain his views 
at the bankers convention, ob­ 
servers spotted among the re­ 
porters none other than B. J. 
Lambert. 
Nevertheless, Saxon granted 
the 
West 
Memphis charter, 
though he turned down the ap­ 
plication for a new national bank 
in Little Rock.

The mother is Barbara Von 
Goetz, who has a room across 
the hall from the living quarters 
of the self - styled American 
fuehrer, George Lincoln Rock­ 
well. She claims to be his sec­ 
retary. 
She gave birth to a daughter, 
according to the records, on 
Dec. 8, 1961, at the District 
of Columbia General hospital, 
The baby was named Laurie 
Gissela Mapp, taking the last 
name 
of Miss 
Von Goetz's 
former husband. 
At tl»e Nazi barracks, the baby 
caught a bad cold, possibly from 
the icy atmosphere Rockwell 
maintains in his quarters. Ap­ 
parently he considers It nordic 
to keep the air frigid. 
A doctor was called in, but 
th* child died in October SS, 
1962.

comment, but a Nazi spokes­ 
man professed never to have 
heard of her. 
“No women live here,” he 
said sternly.

Note; Barbara's sister, Joan 
Cecile Von Goetz, went to Ger­ 
many In 1945 to work Wiefly 


for the Allied Military Securi­ 
ty Board.

Hie indictment of Bobby Baker 
for income tax evasion finally 
has borne out information which 
Drew Pearson first reported

In fact, Pearson reported on 
Dec. 23, 1963, he and his own 
staff then had been checking into 
reports of Baker's financial 
operations for more than four 
years, and that Jack Ander­ 
son, as part of this investiga­ 
tion, had even been able to ex­ 
amine Baker's income tax re­ 
turns for the years preceding 
1962. 
Pearson then reported 
that 
Baker’s income tax return for 
1961 claimed only a very small 
taxable income, despite the fact 
he received a Senate salary of 
$19,000 plus 
income from his 
law practice and from property 
holdings. 
The 
Grand Jury 
indictment 
charges that Baker reported a 
1961 taxable income of only 
$2,354.78, when in fact 
his 
taxable income was $7,243,49. 
It's interesting to note that 
the first Pearson- Anderson 
check on Baker’s income tax 
returns was made in 1962, a 
year before Baker’s name first 
hit the headlines as an influence 
peddler. 
Another 
court in the Grand 
Jury indictment, for conspiracy 
to evade 
taxes, alleged that 
Baker received indirect pay­ 
ments from U, S. freight for­ 
warders. 
This recalls another Pearson 
column on the Baker case on 
Mar. 25, 1964, which reported 
that among the Senators who had 
been entertained 
at Baker’s 
famed Carousel Motel at Ocean 
City, Md., had been Everett 
Dirksen of Illinois, Senate Re­ 
publican leader, and that Dlrk- 
sen's bills had been paid by 
Freight Forwarders — a com­ 
pany with many interests be­ 
fore Congress 
and the Inter­ 
state committee to give evi­ 
dence on 
the Baker - Freight 
Forwarders - Dirksen matter 
and other cases involving sena- 
loft in Mater's 
IHI 
the committee did not invite 
them to do so. 
When they were not callet 
as witnesses, Pearson and An­ 
derson did turn over some o, 
their Information to the Senate 
committee, but it did not be­ 
come part of the public hear­ 
ings on the case, pres urn abl) 
because it would have been toe 
embarrassing to too many o:

Journal of Medicine 
The Athletic Medical Advisory 
Committee of the Academy of 
Medicine of Cincinnati has been 
concerned about the welfare of 
young athletes below the varsity 
high school age for some time. 
Our concern has been that most 
of them are being pressured 
Into regimented league com ­ 
petition for the purpose of win­ 
ning athletic events to glorify 
them selves, 
their 
parents, 
coaches and sponsors. 
Boys and girls like to win 
athletic contests--we all do. 
We are proud of the team that 
wins, especially if It Is our team 
or our youngster on that team. 
Nevertheless, at this young age 
learning good physical condi­ 
tioning habits, learning to p er­ 
form in contests properly and 
safely, learning good sp o rts­ 
manship, learning by partici­ 
pating in many contests under 
a wide variety of circum stances 
and just plain having fun are 
much more important than the 
final score which will be fo r­ 
gotten by the time the season 
is over or by the time the next 
athletic event comes along. 
Most coaches of the very young 
athlete 
participate in 
these 
events and give their time and 
talent “ because someone helped 
me 
get a start when I was 
young.’’ Or, they are just plain 
interested in young people and 
are performing 
a real and 
needed civic service. A genuine 
desire to be helpful, useful and 
to encourage, direct and teach 
these young people motivates 
most coahces. We are proud 
to have such people. There are 
some men, however, who enter 
into these events, consciously 
or unconsciously, to fulfill a 
desire within themselves to be 
famous for producing a winning 
team , a sectional winner or a 
conference-winner 
team. 
Or 
they may be pressured by a 
few sponsors or parents Into 
such a position. 
Our committee at the Academy 
of Medicine of Cincinnati thinks 
that young athletes should be 
well versed in the fundamentals 
of fitness and athletics, p ar­ 
ticipate In as many games as 
possible for a very wide variety 
of experience, and have FUN 
doing it. We do not believe that 
continually playing only the best 
players and stressing winning, 
winning, winning, at this age 
level, is the way to achieve 
the goals of an athletic pro­ 
gram which should be designed 
for the participation of as many 
boys and girls as possible. By 
giving everyone a chance we 
might produce a great many 
more Babe Ruths, 
Palm ers, 
Browns, 
Robinsons, 
Robert­ 
sons, 
Cobbs, 
Mantles, 
and 
Lucases. 
There Is already too mucl 
pressure In our present-daj 
living for our children to excel 
scholastically so that they may 
go to college, let along the 
additional 
psychological and 
physical burden to excell and 
to win at the grade school 
level In athletics 
As physicians we have seen 
young athletes with physical 
injuries that will hamper them 
the 
rest 
of 
their 
athletic 
careers simply because they 
were pushed too hard to win. 
We have also seen phychologicai 
upsets 
leading to symptoms 
severe enough to cause the 
parents to seek medical advice 
for the young athlete pressured 
to win the game. 
Let’ s put 
the fun back in our program s 
and have everyone 
play in 
every game.

We are proud of the team that 
wins, especially lf it Is our team 
o r our youngster on that team. 
N evertheless, at this young age 
learning good physical condi­ 
tioning habits, learning to p e r­ 
form In contests properly and 
safely, learning good sports­ 
manship, learning by partici­ 
pating in many contests under 
a wide variety of circumstances 
and Just plain having fun are 
much m ore Important than the 
final score which will be fo r­ 
gotten by the time the season 
Is over o r by the time the next 
athletic event comes along. 
Most coaches of the very young 
athlete 
participate In these 
events and give their time and 
talent “ because someone helped 
me get a 
sta rt when I was 
young." O r, they are Just plain 
interested In young people and 
are perform ing 
a real and 
needed civic service. A genuine 
desire to be helpful, useful and 
to encourage, direct and teach 
these young people motivates 
m ost coahces. We are proud 
to have such people. There are 
som e men, however, who enter 
Into these events, consciously 
o r unconsciously, to fulfill a 
desire within themselves to be 
famous for producing a winning 
team , a sectional winner or a 
conference-w lnner team.

Since the base of the food in­ 
dustry is agriculture, my first 
comments will be directed to 
the farm. 
The year 1965 is estimated to 
produce over $44 billion in cash 
farm receipts (a record figure) 
and $14 
billion in net farm 
income, the highest since 1952. 
The year 1966 should show a 
further but less extensive in­ 
crease.
